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Town faces $1.7m shortfall next year

An override of Prop 21/2 is un- 
der consideration as Wilmington 
officials try to deal with an un- 
certain budget situation for fiscal 
1991, 

Town Accountant Michael Mor- 
ris, who heads the Financial Man- 
Task Force, told 
selectmen last Wednesday his 
group is anticipating an approxi- 
mate $1.7 million shortfall next 
year. To offset that, he said, the 
town will have to find ways 1 
either increase revenues or make 
"severe" budget reductions, If the 
deficit is absorbéd fully by 
reductions in personnel, at least 
100: town and school employees 
could lose their jobs 

Morris explained there are sev- 
eral contributing factors which 
will make FY 1991 a tight 
year 
local aid {his year and an 
anticipated cut of $419,291 in 
FY1994, Revenue projections 
show a decrease in available funds 
of; $448,081 for FY 1991. As 
selaries for town and school 
employees are set to inerease by 
approximately $1.2 million, the 
town faces only limited reserves 
since the free cash account is cur- 
rently in a deficit” situation of 
$127,233. Wilmington is al§a faced 
with an unexpected expense of 
$800,000 since the Department of 
Revenue changed the way the town 
calculates its levy capacity. 

A big question mark, said 
Morris, is the fate of several 
appellate tax board cases which 
could impuct the budget nextyear 
If an appeal involving Textron 
fails, it will cost: the town .an 
approximate $1.4 million. A: case 
iqvolving Q By reportedly is'sat for 
February. A slower growth period 
Aeonpled with a decrease in future 
property values could spell trouble 
also for the town.

fees, it was decided fee adjustments 
and small cost savings programs 
will not do enough to solve the 
shortfall. 

The task force recommended that 
a policy committee ‘comprised, of 
the town manager and the 
chairmen of the board of 
selectmen, the finance committee, 
and the school committee be 
formed 10 research the problem 
and offer guidelines. Town 
Manager Buzz Stapezynski said the 
committee would look at fixed 
costs and the remaining. available 
funds and decide how best to split 
them up between the town and 
school department. Selectmen 
voted unanimously to form the 
committee. Stapezynski added he 
was secking comments*and sug- 
gestions from the public as well as 
from other boards on ways to find 
funds. - 

"We're trying to overturmt every 
rock; nothing is sacred,” he said.- 
According to Morris, a few op- 
tions are open to the town 
including the elimination of a 
service or department orjacross the 
board cuts. What the task force is 
recommending is that the town 
pursue a single override of the 
town and school operating budgets 
“after limited realistic reductions’ 
are made. Members suggested two 
budgets be prepared: one with 
severe reductions and-one with 
limited cuts with additional in 
creases to be funded through the 
override 

Morris told the Town Crier if the 
town seeks, for example, a $1.2 
million override, which would just 


cover the cost of living increases, it 
would cost the owner of a 
$200,000 home $102 on his tax 
bill. 

Whén asked if an override was 
realistic in light of the tecent close 
vote on the high school boilers, 
Morris seemed unsure. 

"I don't know. I think it's going 
to be a matter of what we do 
before we ask for ‘an override, if 
we ask for one," he said. 

Morris also pointed out that 
problems at the state level "are 
really dictating to us" and there 
was little doubt that, thinking 
realistically, some layoffs will take

Selectman Jim’ Stewart’ raised 
questions on a recommendation to 
build a joint facility for Wilming- 
ton police and fire departments at 
fast week's meeting of his board.

Water commissioners 
to sign contract for 
aquifer protection study

The Water & Sewer Commis- 
sioners of Wilmington, at their 
meeting of January 4 are scheduled 
to sign a contract leading’’to the 
protection of the water supplies of 
the town against pollution. The 
contract'has been in the works for a 
long time because the commis- 
sioners wish to be certain that what 
they want is what they will get. 
Every detail, it is to be believed, 
has been carefully checked over. 

About ten years ago the people of 
Wilmington were shaken to learn 
that trichloroethylene (TCE) had 
appeared in the town's well in 
South Wilmington, off Chestnut 
Street. The chairman of the 
commissioners at that time was 
George Allan, a vice president of 
an engineering firm. 
Co-incidently, the commissioners 
had a contract nearly ready for the 
erection of a pumping station and 
water treatment plant off Butters 
Row.” 

Chairman ‘George Allan. asked 
Weston & Sampson, the engineers 
who were designing the station to 
include facilities which would take 
care of the TCE problem. This was 
done, and the Butters Row 
pumping station was the first water 
treatment plant in the U.S. to have 
such an ability. 

Allan, meanwhile, was devoting 
thought to the possible source of 
the TCE. One was the old town 
dump off Main Street, Another was 
a brook that came down from 
Burlington and flowed near the 
Chestnut Street well. 

He does not seem to have arrived 
at a satisfactory conclusion, but 
Wilmington water had no TCE, 
which was the important item. 

For the past several months the 
writer has read reports, not 
@iilirely conclusive, about TCE 
being found in the aquifers (water 
bearing sands) of Burlington. 

On Dec. 29 a story appeared in 
the Daily Times-Chronicle written 
by John White, Burlington 
reporter. The story detailed a 
report by engineers Metcalf & 
Eddy of the chemical 
contamination found in the town.of 
Burlington. 

The Metcalf & Eddy report, 


White said states that 

“contaminants have seepéd inte the 
aquifer." 

Four main pluipes of the 
contamination ave been 
identified. They are divided. into 
two categories, chlorinated 
solvents and gasoline constituents. 

Chlorinated solvents which have 
been identified are TCE, PCE, 
TCA, DCE and vinyl chloride. 
Gasoline constituents identified in 
the water include benzene, tuolene, 
ethyl bezene and xylene. An 
engineer, Gardner Cross, was 
reported to have said the problem 
of contamination seems to be 
growing. 

The areas in which plumes were 
identified in the story to this 
writer, seem to be in the southern 
part of Burlington - i.e. not leading 
toward the Chestnut Street well. 
One of the sites reported was "the 
area of the Lahey Clinic property." 

The report by Metcalf & Eddy 
constitutes Phase I of the 
Burlington study. There is to be & 
Phase II, which it is said, will cost 
$410,000. A funding source, at this 
time, has not been a matter of 
decision, 

Burlington is in the middle of a 
problem having to do with 
pollution from various chemical 
and gasoline sources. Wilmington, 
in a sense, could possibly have the 
same problems, 

Over the years the Wilmington 
water commissioners have been 
conducting various surveys, 
locating “sources which could be 
problems. A_ survey of 
underground fuel tanks was made 
about 1983, Not all’found~have, 
been removed since that date. And, 
back about 1983 the commissioners 
had a survey of underground water 
flow, in Wilmington. 

IEP is the firm with which a 
contract will probably be signed 
next Thursday, The company is 
already engaged in a survey of 
underground. water flows and 
further studies on possible sources 
of water pollution. 

The Wilmington Water 
Commissioners hope to have an 
article ready for the annual Town 
Meeting in April by which the 
town can be protected from 
underground pollution.

George T. Nawn, Sr. may have some powerful 
friends in high places, or a great deal’of politi¢al luck 
on Beacon Hill. The Tewksbury Building Inspector 
has become the unlikely topic of whispering under the 
Golden Dome’ as~rank-in-file lawmakers) try to 
understand why some powerful House figures have 
pulled out the stops in their efforts to pass a home rule 
petition on his behalf. 

Amidst significant opposition from the chairman of 
the committee on public service, the House of 
Representatives sent a bill to the Senate last week 
which would allow the Middlesex County Retirement 
Board to grdnt Nawn credit for thirteen years of work 
he spent outside the town government. The bill, 
sponsored by State Rep. Jim Miceli, is a home rule 
petition passed by Tewksbury town meeting voters in 
October of 1988. 

Nawn would have gained 13 years credit with the 
public retirement system if the Miceli bill survived. 
And an ironic twist in this curious affair is that the 
Nawn home rule bill made headway in the House just 
as more substantive legislation was falling by the 
wayside, victims of the time consuming budget debate. 

Unfortunately for Miceli and Nawn, the special 
interest bill met its match on the House floor as it 
retumed from the senate at 11:45 p.m. on Tuesday 
evening, with just fifteen minutes left in the legislative 
year. Enough eyebrows had been raised, and 13 years 
of free retirement credit for a local official seemed to 
be a bit much for Miceli's colleagues. 

State Rep. Kevin Blanchette (D - Lawrence) is 
chairman of the committee on public service, whér 
the Nawn bill underwent close ‘scrutiny. In an 
interview with the Town Crier on Tuesday, Blanchette! 
said his ‘concerns with the legislation began with his 
understanding that for a period of time Nawn was 
illegally appointed to the position of building 
inspector. Blanchette contends that Nawn's position 
should have been classified as a Civil Service one, 
which it originally was not. 

"He should have been a civil service position, which 
calls into question his actions over the past three 
years",-said Blanchette. ‘The public service chairman 
made a strong suggestion that Nawn's rulings: as 
building inspector made during the time hewas 
serving in his position illegally could perhaps be 
contested. 

Blanchette said that following a meeting with the 
Tewksbury Town Manager David Cressman, Rep. 
Miceli, and the State Department of Personnel 
Administration, Nawn's appointment was made legal. 
Then came the home rule bill, granting Nawn credit 
in the public retirement system for years he spent in 
the private sector. 

Blanchette's reaction to the bill has been direct from 
the start. "This would essentially give him (Nawn) 13 
free years as a gift, and essentially guarentees him a 
pension; I know people that would give their right arm 
for this deal", said Blanchette. 

The House chairman has been as curious as other’ 
lawmakers as to why the Nawn bill had such a 
meteoric , despite the objections raised by the 
public service committee. Rank-in-file lawmakers 
saw the bill taken from public service and 
recommitted to ways and means, where Miceli is a~ 
member. y 

But the Nawn bill, had it passed, could havesbeen ” 
quite an embarrassment for its proponents. At just the 
same time when lawmakers are identifying the public 
pension system as one of the five "budget busters", it * 


would be hypocritical to say the least to afford a 
sweetheart deal to a politically connected individual. 
Chairman Blanchette may have had the best synopsis , 
for Miceli's defeat on the Nawn special interest bill. 
"It clearly and blatantly is a special interest bill that 
destroys the very integrity of the public pension 
system", said Blanchette.

Live bait is fun to use-in’summer, 
and it works so well that many 
fishing clubs outlaw use of shiners 
during tournaments. Predators will 
often nail live bait on sight, while 
artificial lures require skill; 

But live bait, the ever-present pail 
of live shiners, is also the lifeblood 
of ice fishing. Without a supply of 
live'shiners, ice fishing would mean 
endless days of jigging, which isn't 
much fun. 

Instead, we buy a dozen or two of 
shiners and head out onto the ice, to 
set up our tipups and wait for the 
flags to fly. Of course, even live 
bait won't save you from a fishless 
winter's day, I've learned. 

But where did those shiners come 
from? I didn't catch them, so how 
did that bait get into my bucket? 

There are a handful of wholesale 
bait dealers in New England, and 
Michael's Wholesale Bait, based in 
West Springfield, is one of the best 
known. They sell live bait to retail 
shops from Wilmington to Quebec. 

The bait arrives in a truck, and a 
scale is set up. Water is put into the 
bucket and the scale is zeroed out. 
The shiners are poured in, and the 
bait is then sold by the pound. Did 
you think they counted them all? 

The owner of the shop, Mike, said 
he handles only freshwater shiners, 
such as Arkansas's, Emeralds, Fat- 
head Minnows and Suckers. 

I'll get back to Arkansas shiners a 
bit later. 

Emeralds, he said, are netted in 
the Great Lakes for sale across the 
region. Emerald shiners are found 
in New Hampshire bait shops near 
lakes that have lake trout, but they 
aren't that common around here. 
The Emeralds cost a bit more than 
the more-popular Arkansas shiners 
that we all know and love, and they 
have a bit mora sparkle. 

Fathead minnows, Mike said, are 


raised on‘farms in the Midwest. As 
I've never seen one, I'll leave them 
alone. I presume they work. 
Suckers are another popular laker 
bait, and are often found in New 
Hampshire. Mike said suckers are 
caught in the wild, but the best ones 
are farm raised. Suckers up to six 
inches long are not unusual, and 
they are pretty hardy critters. 
Once upon a time the ice fishing 
bait of choice around here was the 
tommycod, or "chub," but they're 
pretty hard to find these days. 
Tommycod are found in brackish 
water, where the ocean meets the 
shore, and they are netted at local 
beaches and sold for bait. Although 
tommycod come from salt water, 
they work just fine in fresh water, 
and they are tough. Chubs last all 
day on a hook.. They're also cheap, 


of minnows that are shipped to 33 
states. The actual number of fish 
varies with their size, but the bait 
that we.use runs about 50 fish to a 
pound. That's a lot of little. fishes. 

Neal said the shiners are fed with 
a commercial feed, in pellet form, 
which is spread by blower trucks 
that drive along the levees. To raise 
bigger minnows, he said, you just 
“thin ‘em out and feed the heck out 
of them,” or just wait for growth, 

Harvesting is done with wire "bog 
graders," Neal said, which catch the 
bigger fish while letting the smaller 
ones slip through. 

When you think of the economics 
of minnows, however, you can see 
that our preference for bigger bait 
isn't the best thing for Neal. 

It takes up to two years for bait to 
reach our favorite size, while

sells them, 

However, tommycod are dull in 
color, while Arkansas shiners have 
a nice silvery sparkle. 

Virtually all the minnows sold in 
this area are Arkansas shiners. Why 
the name Arkansas? Because that's 
where they come from. 


Neal Anderson is the owner of the 
Anderson Minnow Farm, based in 
Lonoke, Arkansas. He has another 
operation in Mangham, Louisiana, 
but I caught him by phone at his 
Arkansas location. 

The shiners we buy, he said, take 
up to two years to reach the size we 
like. In southern states, Neal said, 
small minnows sell as Crappie bait, 
but up here we like big bait to catch 
our bass, pickerel and pike. 

N minnow business raises the 
little fish on 5,500 acres worth of 
tanks, with dirt levees to hold the 
water in place. That's about half te 
size of Tewksbury. Picture it. 

In those 5,500 acres, Neal said, 
are raised the two million pounds 
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can really bite into! 


ready in half that time. Neal said 
big minnows can be raised in a 
single year, but only by thinning 
out the tank, which doesn't help 
production any. The minnows only 
grow in size in warm weather, so 
right now Neal is selling off last 
year's growth. Of course, we pay a 
bit more for our bigger bait. 

Neal also said that supply can be 
upset by demand, naturally, With 
the awful ice we had last winter, he 
didn't sell much bait up here. But 
we've been ice fishing now for over 
two weeks, which is early, and that 
puts strains on the bait supply, Neal 
said that big shiners will probably 
be in short supply come summer, as 
we're using bait early in the season. 

However, next years minnows are 
now idly swimming along in their 
Arkansas tanks, just waiting for the 
ice to thicken for the 1991 season. 

There are alternatives to buying 
bait, of course. The abstracts of the 
1990 fish and game laws list net and 
minnow trap sizes, and there are 
bait fish swimming locally. Silver

We saw independents shine for a 
few years, only to get pushed 
right off the scene. The same can 
be said, thankfully, for teen angst 
films, which seem to have finally 
stopped filling all the screens in 
our local mall cinemas. 

All of the changes, of course, 
had to do with bottom line. The 
decade started out with a major 
money maker, "The Empire 
Strikes Back.” It was also a 
sequel. No one said producers 
were all that clever, but almost 
anyone can add one and one. So, 
in 1982 we saw "Superman II" 
take in over $108 million and in 
1983, two,sequels, "Rocky HF" 
and "Star Trek II," topped the 
year's grosses. No surprise that 
“Return of the Jedi" took in over 
$263 million in 1983. But, if you 
can believe it, even "Staying 
Alive," that atrocious sequel to 

"Saturday Night Fever," made 
over $63 million. 


The year that saw sensibilities 
wacked out of control was 1984. 
Big brother may not have actually 
appeared on the scene, but we got 
lots of formulated, high concept 
films that were easy to duplicate 
and all too n the brain."The 
Karate Kid Ghostbusters,” 
"Beverly Hills Cop,. i 
Academy," "Gremlins 
"Romancing the Stone" were the 
top money makers of the year and 
all were followed and followed 
and followed by sequels or copy- 
cats. This was the same year that 
"Indiana Jones and the Temple of 
Doom" pulled in over $179 mil- 
lion and "Star Trek III" came 
close to making $77 million 


While sequelitis ran amok, 
especially that particularly cance 
ous form featuring characters 
named Freddy, Leatherface and 
Jason, a certain amount of origi- 
nality was shown, As the decade 
wore down we learned all about 
"The Big Chill" and "Risky 
Business" of a "Fatal Attraction" 
with women named "Tootsie." But 
again, these are the big money 
makers. While Sly and Eddie, 
Kathleen and Harrison pulled in 
the bucks, it was Ben Kinglsey, 
Robert Duyall, Geraldine Page 
and Marlee Matlin who walked 
away with the gold statuettes in 
April. For the most part, 
Hollywood has kept up the pre- 
tense that blockbusters are great 
to-pay the rent, but ya’ gotta have 
art if ya’ wanna pay homage. 

Almost none of the films 
varded Oscars in the Eighties 
the big, splashy, box office 
s. With the exception of 
last year's "Rain Main," none of 
the flicks awarded best picture 
Oscars topped the list of box 
office receipts for the years they 
were nominated. Although no one 
would. call 1986's."Platoon" or 
1983's "Terms of Endearment" 
shirkers. But people didn't turn 
out.for ndhi," Amadeus;" "Out 
of Africa" or "The Last Emperor" 


su 


like they did for " ‘Top Gun," 
"Back to the Future" and " "Three 
Men and a Baby.” 

No one turned out at all for 
such clinkers as “Ishtar,” 
"Inchon," "The Adventures of 
Baron Munchausen," "Pirates" 
and "The Cotton Club." Or, at 
least not enough people to make 
up for the-vast amounts of money 
sunk into”these cinematic black 
holes. Some of the flicks, like 
"Ishtar" and "The Cotton: Club,” 
really weren't all that bad, and 
"Munchausen" was quite good. 
But if you fork out $52 million to 
make a_flick, you have to make 
more than $9 million back. 

While most of us bemoan the 
fact that big money flicks.have cut 
down on the number of indepen- 
dents being mage, and the number 
of new ideas actually created each 
year, there is.no denying that the 
Eighties saw some great films.

Critics tend to be snobbish about 
big budgets, but just because 
"Who Framed Roger Rabbit" cost 
a fortune doesn't mean it wasn't a 
joy to ride through. Some of us 
would be thrilled to see more of 
the harey bugger and his pal Baby 
Herman. 

White the final numbers aren't 
in on "Batman," we know it made 
over $200 million and that we'll 
no doubt see several more. Great 
But here's hoping that one new 
trend to come in with the Nineties 
will be that little films will once 
again have a chance to shine, even 
if they can't all pull in $100 mil- 
lion. 

Things are starting to change a 
bit already. Dan Waters certainly 
knocked tcen films for a loop with 
his "Heathers." Director Steven 
Soderbergh taught us the impor- 
tance of talk with "Sex s and 
Videotape." Spike Lee's straight

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forward look at race relations in 
"Do the Right Thing" got-people 
talking in the lobbies. Bill 
Forsyth, who earlier this decade 
showed us the sweeter side of life 
with his Scottish flicks "Local 
Hero" and "Gregory's Girl,” final- 
ly returned with his nearly 
ignored "Breaking In." We were 
glad to see him back. And
